TRIBUTE TO WOOD^S MEMORY 


NOTABLE DEMONSTRATION FOR 


BETUBNING VETERANS. 


Port Wayne gave a hearty greeting 


to the sturdy young veterans of the 
Ninth United States infantry last 
evening, as the soldiers stopped for 
a brief time in the city on their 
way eastward after three years hard 
service in tlio raslippines and iu 
China. 
-The fighters reached the 


city in two trains over tihe Nickel 
Plate, the first section carrying com- 
panies A, D and C, arriving at 9 
o'clock and 
remaining 
forty-five 


minutes; the second .(ai 10:45 stop- 
ping for half an hour. - 


Fully a thousand people were 


gathered ait the Nickel PMe depot 
as the first section rolled in, and the 
veterans ivere cheered as they 
scrambled out of their quarters, only 
to be pounced upon by spectators, 
eager to honor the young soldiers, 
hear something of the campaigns of 
the Ninth and to secure souvenirs of 
the occasion, tlpoii the first section 
was company C, which was nearly 
exterminated in the frightful mas- 
sacre at Balangiga last September, 
when Harry C. Wood, of this city, 
a member of C company, was among 
the gallant soldiers treacherously 
slain by the natives. 
Of the sev- 


enty-two men in the company only 
twenty-five <;ame out of the mas- 
sacre alive. 
'Of these several later 


died from wound's, at least two were 
killed in other battles, so tth'at six- 
teen \ are now living, tandSof- these 
eight were still fwith the company 
last night.

TRIBUTE TO WOOD. 


All of the <meii paid jjhe highest tri- 


bute to the bravery of tthe lamented 
Fort Wayne boy who fell'fighting to 
the last, and us soon/as the train 
stopped Sergeant Pickett, of C com- 
pany, -asked for F. C. Wood, ^e 
fiather of the dead 
-soldier.

Wood was near, and Sergeant Pick- 
ett, Sergeant KTumby 'and' other of- 
ficers called, him into the »car where 
with eyes glistening with tears they 
told the father^ of the fight at Bai- 
angiga, where ans son andf theirt 
comrade had fallen beneath the bolos 
of the treacherous uabiyes.

rades.

one, and it bro.ught tears to the eyes 
of hundreds who recognized the im- 
port of the ^eeting of the little 
group in the coach/ 


In answer to tthe questions of hun- 


dreds who surged about sager for 
a glimpse at the nien of the Ninth 
the soldiers told again and again the 
story of their long campaignJn the 
Philippines and in China, dwelling 
particularly upon the massacre of 
company C .on that September morn- 
ing when the peals of the mission 
church bell had been. ,the signal for 
the slaughter of the soldiers. 
The 


men of company'C later secured that 
bell and "had it with them on the 
train last evening. 
It is^to be pre- 


served by the regiment ias a memento 
of that terrible occasion. » Another 
attraction* ^with company 
C ^was 


"Pedro," a- Filipino boy 13 years of 
age, who will be educated by mem- 
bers of the company. 
The lad -was 


with the company at Balangiga, and 
it is to him the survivors probably 
owe their lives. 
Pedro (was in the 


soldiers* quarters when the attack 
occurred, and' he quickly, pasaed 
guns out of the window to the sol- 
diers, so that they were able to make 
soine sort,of resistance. t The little 
fellow was <>ne of the centers of at- 
traction' last evening, and when -Ser- 
geant vMiumby called, him. into the 
Car aha introduced him to Mr, Wood, 
he nodded his (head in token that he 
understood.

ther Trouble Is Feared.

thirty-six hours 'by reason ' o* a 
deluge of water iwihick invaded the 
m'aohinery pit, sulwner jing " the big 
pumps' to X 'deptl' of nearly ninerfeetj 
resumed opei>ations thiis afternoon 
and no further 
trouble 
is appre- 


hendqd. It is mid the 'damage is 
merely nomin'al. 


After 
many hours of energetic 


work^he pu&iping'of the big voluuie 
of muddy water out of the pit was 
completed at 7 o'clock this morning. 
Then the workmen keg&n Cleaning 
up the ' machinery, removing all 
traces of t(he deluge, and it is said 
no damage 'Kas been ^done, eithe/to 
the pumps for to t4ie 'building. The 
trouble started iaibout 9 o'clock Sun- 
day evening,- when workmen noticed 
water pouring into the machinery 
pit, which is twenty-three feet below 
the street level.1 


Excessive rainte 5xad washed away 


the earth from fcibout tOie big thirty- 
inch suction pipe installed for con- 
nection with the new pump soon' to 
be plated in position there. 
This 


permitted the pipe to sink, breaking 
the packing aibout it, and muddy 
water in ' a perf e'ct Deluge came 
streaming in from (a foig trehth made 
when the pipes were placed in posi- 
tion, fotit twthioli could not be hilleci 
up until all connections were com- 
plete. 


An unsuccessful effort was made 


to stop the inflow, anfl. then the small 
pump was started, 'but it was tot-ally 
Inadequate to carry off the inflow, 
and the water 
rose steadily. 
It 


filled the space of eighteen in'cHes 
below the floors; then crept up into 
the pit littlef by little until 'at one 
time there was <a total of nine feet 
of water iu the pit, submerging the 
pumps $wi!a the foundation installed 
for the new on'atMnery. 


When it foe'came 'apparent tflrat the 


m'acfoinery was to 
be submerged 


workmen flo&idered afbout in watet 
waist deep, hurriedly -applying heavy 
oil to a'll exposed (portions of the ma- 
chinery to prevent damage from 
rust. All day 'Monday the work of 
pumping ouf'the deluge was carried 
forward, while la large uumJber of 
sacks filled with 
cement were 


thrown asbout 'tflie point w^iere the big 
pipe enters t*he -buiMing. The effort 
to plug the opening in this manner 
was finally Successful. 
The inflow 


stopped ^'and it permitted the 


men to make headway in. pumping 
out the water' from the pit.

EXCESSIVE RAINS MEAN BIG 


LOSS IN ALLEN COUNTY. 


PRAIRIE 
LAND 
IS 
FLOODED 


WHEAT, OATS, HAY AND CORN 


SUFFER EXTENSIVELY. 


LOSS WILL BE THOUSANDS 


CITY ALSO FEELS EFFECTS OF 


REPEATED DELUGES. 


Bain has wrought extensive havoc 


to growing crops in Allen county 
during the past few days, and those 
familiar with the situation in *he 
farming districts are unanimous in 
estimating the damage at many 
thousands of dollars. 


Vast fields of wheat 
and oats, 


whidh, a few days ago -presented a 
ohanmin'g picture, rich in the promise 
of abundant harvest within a short 
time, are laid low benath the weight 
of waters which ihave fallen, in tre- 
mendous quantities during "the past 
few dlays, with only brief intervals 
between the recurring showers. Hun- 
dreds of acres in the prairie districts 
lire overflowed today; great fields' of 
corn maMng a manful struggle to 
keep in evidence above the water 
which stands several inches in depth 
upon thom. Clover hay needs cut- 
ting-, .but the comiition of the fields 
will not ipermit workmen to enter 
that crop loss due to the wet spell 
a ftime sufficient to permit the com- 
mencement of the harvest. 


Along with the other eccentricities 


of this most eccentric summer, the 
almost total absence of any continued 
Tparim weather and the remarkably 
heavy rainfall stan'd: out strongly, 
la the light of the past few days, 
farmers wlro have been anticipating 
some good hay 'weather the crop will 
be practically a total loss. The 'hay 
that ihae not yet been cut ihas been 
'beaten, dtown and1 is rotting. 
But 


little of it can ibe cut even if we have 
a dry spell. Tihe condition of *3ie 
timothy crop is not quite so bad, but 
it~is,.badi enough, 


"Oats have suffered anore^thaii any- 


thing else and: the crop will be very 
slim. Weather exactly (opposite to 
that which we are n'ow enjoying" is 
necessary for a igood crop of this 
cereal «nd conditions couia not be 
•more unfavorable iihan; iihey are at 
present. Rye has suffered consider- 
ably, also. The damage to wheat 
and; corn is comparatively slight and 
t&e other crops will not suffer to any 
extent." - 


Farm work of all kinds has been 


considerably 
delayed 
by the wet 


weather, the condition of the ground 
rendering proper 
attention to the 


growin'g crops impossible. Slight 
damage to orchards, due to high 
winds during the past week, is also 
reported. 


WORSE THAN DROUGHT. 
tll believe the recent rains have 


done us more damage than 'all tflie 
dry spells we ever encountered," said 
abundant crops are now much alarm- 
ed over the outlook. Upon the 'higher 
land crops are faring somewhat bet- 
ter, (though the reports of damage 
from the excessive rainfall come in 
from every section. 


LOSS WILL BE ENORMOUS. 
David F. Compare!:, the East Col- 


luanbiu street commission merchant, 
who is in close toudh. with the farm- 
ers of Allen county, is of the opinion 
that crop loss due to the wet spel' 
will be enormous. "I 'have lived in 
this county a great many years," ^ 
Coniparet said today, "and I cannot 
remember a season 
compared! with 


that -through which we 'have passed, 
or, I had1 better say, are passing-. 3 
have talked1 to farmers from all ovei 
the county concerning crop prospects 
and the prospects are far from en- 
couraging. 


"The greatest damag-e 'has been 


done to the.oats and clover Hiay 
Considerable hay was cut early las 
week, and, of course, but little of i 
WAS hauled in.

handsomest 
looking crops in th 


county, but today I have changet 
my opinion. I now believe our oat 
outlook is about the worst I ever saw 
The fields are simply laidi low a 
though n huge land roller had been 
driven over them. Wheat will, per 
haps, not suffer so extensively, as i 
was more nearly matured, but at th 
very best the damage over the coun 
ty must be extensive."

Provision also is made for a sys- 
em of paper currency, banks and for

MERRITT WAS SKEPTICAL. 


The admiral said he hud informed 


Gential Merritt of the proffer of Gen 
eral Jaudenes, but that ho did not be 
lieve that Merritt had .taken "muc 
nto-^k in it. I assured, him that sue 
was the case," said the •admiral, "bu 
told Mm of .the arrangement that be 
fore the srurender should take plac 
I was to engage a.n outlying fort an 
make the 'signal acting to the inter 
national code, 'Do you surrender 
after whidh the Spaniards were t 
hoist the white flag on tihe soutaieon 
bastion.

He at one 
had the body prepared for shipmen 
and it was sent to Fort Wayne, wher 
it was buried Monday. 


"Oliver then began to hunt for th 


cause of the trouble, as before give 
in these columns. He learned tha 
William Bennett, with whom his sis 
ter had been associated in the res 
taurant business, had quarreled wit 
her on account of their property 
Miss Daily was reared by Benne 
and his wife and lived when youn 
with them in Michigan. When the 
went west several years ago sQie r 
fused to accompany thorn, but late 
joined the couple. She 'had, by dil 
gent work, saved up a 'thousand do 
lars, and as the wesit was boomin 
she invested the money in a reatau 
ant. 
They were prosperous and go 


along well while -the business was i 
Miss Daily's name. 
A couple o 


years ago she gave Bennett a dead f o 
half of .the real estate, and th 
spring he insisted taint she slioul 
make a will naming him as her ben 
fieiary. She had been in ill health 
but objected to such a deal, savin 
she wanted her relatives to have h 
belongings. 


"As -she refused to submit to h 


will, Bennett fired six shots into he 
and then killed himself. 
His wi 


survives him an-d will only geit on 
half of the belongings, aa the eon 
appointed an administrator to sett 
up all matters.

while on their way to quench with 
their life's blood- the insatiable thirst 
of the headsmaai's axe. 
So, on the 


14th day of July, eveiy car and 
w-agon is stopped in 
the 
Parisian 


capital. 
Then the young men and 


maidens, decked in holiday attire; 
turn the broad 
boulevard of the 


Champs Elysees 
into a ball-room. 


Then in the French cities can be 
heard the s-ongs of the merrymakers, 
and the music from the 
different 


bands, playing up an down almost 
every street. 
The Brazilian repub- 


lic's Fourth of July is celebrated on 
the ICth day of November, the -an- 
niversary of the time when Dom 
Pedro's empire was overthrown, and

A GLORIOUS FUTURE. 


But there is ani unwise as well as a 


wise way of celebrating the modern 
Fourth of July. 
The first .way is to 


glorify .the past, as though =our fore- 
fathera had won -all the American 
victories that can ever be won. Ths 
other way is to take a national retro- 
spect, for the purpose of rousing our 
ambitions to go -ahead and; win Ithe 
further victories that must be won 
in order to fulfil America's mission. 
Aud if any minister tries 'the latter 
way, 
he cannot take in 
the 
full 


sweep of America's future influence 
and work, unless he discusses them 
from a world-wide -standpoint. He 
must attune his Fourth of July ser- 
mon to a world's -theme, as Phillips 
Brooks, the most beloved man of 
Wew England .in his day, keyed his 
ministry to an international tone, 
when, from a European city, he sent 
to a friend at home a letter which 
read something like 
this: 
"Dear 


Harry—I wish you might do as I 
do every year. • I wish you would 
annually spend' two. months abroad 
in travel. 
Such a vacation teaches 


you the immensity of God's provi- 
dences, and how small are the cir- 
cumscriptions of our own individ- 
ual lives, and how 'small even the 
Episcopalian church -appears to be 
when it is fooused •• f rom across the 
seas." So the purpose -of -this Fourth 
of July sermon is to try to discuss 
the world-wide influence of Ameri- 
ca's future mission, rather than to 
spend our time eulogizing what has 
"been done at Bunker Hill, Saratoga, 
Brandywine, 
Valley 
F-orge, 
and 


Yorktown. 
'The field of America's 


future usefulness is not to be limited 
by the Atlantic on the one -side and 
the Golden Gate of the Pacific on the 
other side. 
It is to be as wide as 


the five continents, as -ample as the 
two hemispheres. 
It is to take in 


till the mainlands, as well as 
the 


dales of the seas, . 
. 


Emphatically, the most important 


of all America's future missions is 
the spreading of the Gospel, until 
it shall '-'be 
preached in all the 


world for a witness unto all 
na- 


tions." 
The Bible does not state 


that the millennial day shall come 
gradually, as the sunrise first tips 
the eastern hills with light, mak- 
ing it appear as though the under- 
brush upon the tops of the -moun- 
tains had been set 
afire by some 


careless campers. 
It does not state 


that the millennial day shall come 
as when the dawn in the beginning 
shoots its long, slender bars of yel- 
low gold across the heavens.

ernment of Turkey. When the sul 
tan gave orders to his soldiers tc 
massacre in cold blood the Armeni-

William E. Gladstone was tlien c 
dying old man, he took up his pen 
and wrote a God-Ike protest. Indig- 
nation, voicing- the sentiment of every

alike in London, Paris, Berlin, Rome, 
Vienna, St. Petersburg, and 
Mew 


York. But though men and women 
were slaughtered <by tliehundre'dsand 
the thousands; though in midwinter 
young- girls and boys were stripped

whole families -were destroyed, and 
whole regions desolated, yet not one 
nation of Europe was able to prevent

niinate and to rob the Cubans, he di 
not for one instant suppose that, in 
order to protect and save a neig-hboi 
ing1 people, -the 
congress 
of th 


United States would 
declare wa 


against Spain and at one sitting vot 
$50,000,000 to the president of th' 
United States to carry on that wai 
But the United States governmen 
did throw its protecting arm abou 
that suffering- people. 
The United 


States government did offer that pro 
tection in an unselfish manner, 
soon as the. Cuban 
islands were 


rescued from Spanish tyranny the 
United States raised Cuba to the dig- 
nity of a sister republic. When tin 
United States government declared 
war against Spain the Spanish gov- 
ernment did not for one instant sup-

would be snatched1 from Spanish con- 
.rol; but they -were. No sooner die 
the guns of Admiral

Washington, June 28.—The third 


day's testimony given by Admiral 
Dewey before -the senate committee 
on the Philippines began with a ref- 
erence to the statement mad« by the 
ndmiral at the first day's proceedings 
concerning the proffer made by the 
Spanish governor general to surren- 
der to him. Senator Carmack called 
attention to the fact that the press 
reports made it appear that fce had 
said that during the next twenty- 
four hours -after the destruction of 
the Spanish fleet on May 1, there had 
been several proffers of surrender on 
the part of the governor. The ad- 
miral replied that lie had said that 
between May 1 and August 13 the 
governor general bad sent -word to 
him more than once -that lie -would 
he pleased to surrender to the navy. 
The first proffer he snid.-was made 
in May through the English consul 
and subsequent proffers were made 
through the Belgiar consul. At the 
time, the admiral -admitted, Agui- 
naldo had begun operations 'around 
Manila and was working towards 
the city. 


THE EARLY NEED OF TROOPS. 
The taking Up of the thread of the 


investigation where it was dropped 
yesterday, Senator •Garmacfc asked 
the witness if all the trouble an. -the 
Philippines had been due to Agui- 
n-aldo. "I won'-t say 'that," the ad- 
miral replied, "but," he continued, 
"I -will repeat that 4f we had tad 
5,000 troops at Manila on May 1, the 
city could have been taken posses- 
sion of and we would have had, ut 
least for the time, no trouble with 
the natives. They were our friends 
then." 
AGUINALDO OVERESTIMATED, 


In reply to other questions put by 


Senator Cai-mack, concerning Agui- 
naldo the admiral said: "I think 
you are making too much of Agui- 
naldo. 
He was a mere figurehead 


•and was surrounded by stronger men 
than himself. 
Mab'ini was one of 


these and General Luira, •whom lie 
had killed, was another." 


Replying to another question the 


admiral said it was the general re- 
port throughout the east that in 189? 
Aguinaldo had betrayed bis people 
to the Spaniards for money. 
Nor 


did he remember 'that this report -had 
been denied by American officers in 
tihe Philippines. Among other offi- 
cers quoted in this connection was 
General Greene and the admiral call- 
ed attention to the fact that Genera! 
Greene had not given his authority. 
"If," ho said, "Agoncillo told him I 
don't think the authority was good." 


"Why do you say that Aguinaldo 


took the lion's share of the property 
gathered by the insurgents?" 


"Because he was living at Malolos 


like a prince. He had nothing when 
he landed at Manila and he could 
have produced the means for this os- 
tentation in no other way. He be- 
gan immediately after arrival to take 
every d-ollar in sight. It may be 
ungrateful in me to state the fact, 
but it is true 'that he sent cattle to 
me—lieards of them—for the ships. 
The stock were taken from the Phil- 
ippine people." 


"Was any stitement made of this 


circumstance at -the time?" 


"No; that is war, as you know." 
Continuing his reply to this ques- 


tion the admiral said the 'Philippine 
army was then only a mob and with- 
out organization and to be fed and 
clothed. "He did as many have done 
—he made the country support him." 


"Did you regard that proceeding 


as pillage and loot?" 


"Well, we didn't do that way. For 


instance, I took all the coal in sight, 
but I paid for it." 


Senator Patterson—"Do you refer 


to Aguinaldo taking property for 
the support of the army as loot and 
pillage?" 


Admiral Dewey—"That is one part 


of it." 


Senator Carmack—"You didn't ob- 


ject at that time?" 


Admiral Dewey— "No, but he soon 


got beyond me.'.' 


A number of questions were asked 


in regard 
to statements made by 


Generals Greene, Bell and others, but 
the witness asked to be excused from 
criticising officers of the army and j 
the chair (Senator Beveridge) said j 
that he was not required to answer i 
any questions the replies to which ; 
would involve such criticism. There- 
upon the admiral said he was "very 
glad," and Senator Carmack said he 
knew of no such rule, but he sup- 
posed he would have -to submit. The 
admiral added 'that no opinions by 
others would change his own opin- 
ions of Aguinaldo. 


Senator 
Carmack—"Then is it a 


fact that you took a man to Manila I 


j to be a leader of the native people | 
who had but recently betrayed those | 
people for a bribe?" 
i 


Admiral Dewey—"I think that 


would have made no difference; the 
country was under a reign of terror." 


:Theu you 
wanted 
a man who 


could organize the natives?" 


;No; I didn't want any one. Agui- 


naldo and his 
people were forced 


upon me by Consul Pratt and oth- 


FOBCED UPON HIM. 


'Did the consul and others have 


any power to force, these people upon 
you?" 


"Yes, by constant pressure. I did 


not want the Filipino refugees be- 
cause I didn't believe that a half 
dozen of them would do any good in 
view of the report that thousands 
would rise up in insurrection upon 
our arrival at Manila. 
I thought 


they would play a very small part.1 


"Then you placed the country at 


the mercy of a man who would plun- 
der and rob, notwithstanding you 
liad no need of his services?" 


This question the admiral declined 


to answer and Senator Patterson took 
ths witness, -asking if Aguinaldo had 
ever talked to him on the basis of 
selling out to the Americans. The 
•admiral replied in ths negative, and 
Mr. Patterson then asked if the Phil- 
ippine leader had ever asked Shim for 
money. The reply was that Agui- 
naldo had asked (him to exchange 
gold for Mexican dollars. 


"I was pretty sure as to where he 


had gotten the dollars as lie hadn't 
brought them with him," said ths 
ndmiral, "and 
I thought that the 


fast that he wanted gold was a pretty 
good indication that he was- getting 
ready to leave. 


MERELY A SUSPICION1. 


"That was one thing which made 


me think that the man was feather- 
ing his own nest, but it was- only a" 
suspicion." 


Here the admiral again referred to 


Aguinaldo's style 
at 
Malolos and 


Senator Patterson asked if that style 
had not served the purpose of inspir- 
ing the -admiration of his followers 
and holding their 'allegiance. 
To 


this inquiry the witness replied that 
the style was "probably 
more in- 


spiring to them than to those from 
whom the property 'had been taken." 


"Do you think that is proper .testi- 


mony?" asked Mr. Patterson, and 
Chairman Beveridge interfered witih 
a strong protest -against innuendos 
against Admiral Dewey. 
He con- 


sidered the question as discoitrteous. 


Mr. Patterson, however, disclaimed 


any intention to be otherwise than 
respectful and he continued his ques- 
tions. „,;., 
... ,. 
... . 


"Do you know," he asked, "wheth- 


er Aguinaldo has a dollar today P" 


"I don't know," was the reply. 
"I haven't been in the Philippine 


islands for three years; how should I 
know." 


OBJECTS TO QUESTIONS. 


In answer to pressing questions the 


admiral said he and General Ander- 
son did not agree very well, but he 
added that he was there to tell what 
he knew and was not responsible for 
what others said. 


"I don't like your questions," he 


said to Senator Patterson, 
"and 
I 


don't think I ought to be required to 
answer them." 


Senator Beveridge; presiding, said 


the admiral need not make replies. 
Both Senators Beveridge and Diet- 
rich asked questions to 'bring out the 
fact that the admiral, upon further 
acquaintance with the Filipinos, felt 
they were not capable of self-gov- 
ernment. 


The admiral then was osj^used.

The 
ground was pretty thoroughly gone 
over, many of the gentlemen speak- 
ing with, much emphasis, but the 
upshot of the whole discussion was 
that the county board took the mat- 
ter under advisement without fixing 
a date for the ceremony. 


The 'discussion was 
precipitated 


when a committee >of business men, 
accompanied! by Mr. Leavitt, 
who 


represents the Gaskill-Mnndy Carni- 
val company, -appeared au'd asked 
that the date for the dedication be 
fixed for August 25. 
As 'has been 


previously stated, Mr, Leavitt lias 
been in the city for a week endeavor- 
ing to conclude un arrangement for 
the appearance -of his carnival attrac- 
tions here on the date of the de'dica- 
tkra. That week is an open one in 
his route, 'and: it was state'd this 
morning that he toad made a propo- 
sition to .bring his attractions here 
under the auspices 
of u,-business 


men's organization, 'do a!7 the ad- 
vertising in connection witn the ded- 
ication and turn over to the local as- 
sociation an 'amount approximating 
22J^ per cent, of tire gross receipts 
of the exhibitions for the week. 


'A number of business men spoke 


favorably to the proposition, which 
would relieve Fort Wayne people 
from financial risk and a -tremendous 
amount of labor in connection with 
the event. 
The proceeds, 
it was 


stated, could be devoted either to the 
county fair or to some other public 
enterprise or charity. The fact that 
previous attempts to g-et business 
men interested in the dedication to 
the extent of assisting in the work 
and attending meetings looking to 
that end Qiad. been, very largely 
failures. 


MET 'WITH OPPOSITION. 


:The proposition to have the dedica- 


tion of the magnificent building in 
connection with any 'outside exhibi- 
tion or show was promptly opposed 
by others, A. J. Moynihan and Coun- 
ty Attorney Barrett speaking with 
much feeling. 


Botih referred to the fact that plans 


originally contemplated the dedica- 
tion under circumstances entirely in 
keeping with, the dignity of the occa- 
sion, including- the presence of Gov- 
ernor Durbin -anJd other distinguished 
notables, 
together with civic an'd 


military parades and other -features 
of a public character, and there was 
strong objection to making tfh'e 'dedi 
cation 'of the (handsomest court fliouse 
in the United States a "side show1 
to any other attraction. 


Mr. Barrett expressed the belief 


that -the advertising of ths dedica- 
tion together with a carnival.attrac-

court an'd1 other eminent men would 
consent to lend tihe encouragement -of 
their presence under such circum- 
stances. 
"I would rather seo this 


magnificent building properly dedi- 
cated in the presence of the people 
of but one township," said Mr. Bar- 
rett, "and ihave it done in a dignified 
manner, than to have it made a part 
of any such plan as -has been pro- 
posed', even with 'the presence of .un- 
told thousands." 


Henry Beadell said that 
usually

FORMER VOLUNTEER FIREMAN 


HAD BEEN SLOWLY FAILING:

Charles Meyer, 55 years of age, a 


laborer employe'd at the Olds Wagon 
works, died last Wednesday nt Hope 
hospital as'the result* of a distress- 
ing- accident 'at the factory 'during 
the afternoon. 


Meyer "was upon the first floor pre- 


paring to transport a truck loa'ded 
wil'li gearings to the painting de- 
partment afcove an'd had just wheeled 
his truck upon the elevator 
and 


grasped the rope to begin the ascent 
when a truck similar to that which 
he was using came tumbling with a 
fearful velocity "down the elevator 
shaft from the fourth floor. 


It struck the unfortunate 
man 


upon the head an-d eh'oulders, crush- 
ing tho skull 'and cutting 'ft gash 
several inches in length in the skull, 
besides bruising 'his 'back and shoul- 
ders iii a fearful manner. Frederick 
Busse, foreman of the 'blacksmith 
shop, was upon tihe elevator with 
Meyer at the time, but Offr. Busse 
escsiped with several bruises, lione 
of them seri'ous. (Another workman 
had ibut m short time before made 
the trip upstairs with a truck, and 
in some manner, the precise details 
of which "are.-ias yet 
unknown, it 


rolled into the opening and upon 
the men upon tihe elevator below. 


Meyer was 'tendered unconscious 


by his terrible injury, iaa'd as quick- 
ly as possible 'physicians were sum- 
moned 'and the injured man 'was re- 
moved to Hape hospital, 
where 


despite tho ihiinstrations of physi- 
cians and skilled nurses," the unfor- 
tunate man died "within, a few hours. 


Meyer was a native" of Grermahy, 


born in 
'H'aldem, Westphalia, "but 


had resided in "Port Wlayne thirty- 
two years, and for thirteen years he

PLEASED THE PUBLIC. 


. By the public the marriage was 
looked upon fis a fortunate one and 
there was much rejoicing over it. 


The present princess of 'Wales has 


been called "the good angel of the 
British court." Certain it is that ehe 
is of kindly nature and has been for 
many years an active charity worker 
and an earnest advocate of social re- 
forms. She was born May 26, 1867, 
at Kensington palace, 
where her 


early life was spent. Bhe grew up a 
healthy, vivacious English girl, full 
of fun and exceedingly kind-hearted. 
Her education was thorough; 
eha 


acquired fluency in the .principal 
modem languages at an early agq 
and showed a fondness for literature. 
Drawing1 and painting she did not 
care so much about, but "became fair- 
ly proficient in these studies; in mu- 
sic she developed considerable skill 
as a pianist and a sweet voice. 


TAKES UP CHABITY WORK. 
At the age 'of fifteen she was taken 


abroad and spent two years in travel 
with her parents, the duke and duch- 
ess of Teck. On returning' to Eng- 
land she became an active visitor of 
the sick and the poor near Wliita 
Lodge, Richmond Park. 
Her tall, 


graceful figure, fair hair, blue eyes 
and fresh young face became well 
known to the cottagers, and many 
anecdotes were told of their affection 
Dor her.

nnd furious in Egypt. And then did

A $75,000 LOG CABIN. 


Workmen are busy completing the 


outside work of one of the largest 
log cabins to be found in the state 
of Maine and probably in -the world, 
a massive structure, which recalls in 
a way the primitive huts, -but is. in- 
deed, "a tiling of beauty." The 
building is owned by prominent Phil- 
adelphia people. It is composed of 
spruce log's and cost $75,000. 


This cabin, erected by the children 


of the late William H. FoUvell, of 
Philadelphia, who began its erection, 
but died before tha completion, in 
many ways is one of the finest build- 
ings on the coast. 


The building is situated on War- 


ren's island, commanding a view of 
the Penobscot bay east and west, 
reaching- far out to sea. To the -west 
is the famous watering 
place of 


fomden. 
The cabin is erected1 'high upon the 


island, near Dark harbor, which is 
a close rival to Bar 
harbor. 
The 


slaiid is about three miles across the 
bay from Worthpprt and fonr miles 
from the Gilkey harbor lighthouse, 
on -the lower end of Ilesboro. It has 
in area of about 
125 acres, 
and 


•with two small islands near by was 
mi-chased by Mr.' Folwell some years 
.go, the original owner being Edijah 
3yer, an old fisherman. Mr. Folwell 
planned to have a summer 
home 


where -he might entertain a large 
party of friends, and1 his plans have 
>een carried out. 
The main house 


or cabin is a large structure, having 
wo wings running back. 
The lower story is entirely of spruce 
ogs cut on the island and in. their 
natural state. Above this the "build- 


is clapbo-arded and neatly fin- 


shed. The front room downstairs is 
30x60 feet, hardwood floor and' is 
artistically decorated1 with oil paint- 
ngs, 
Wedgewood, mounted "birdis, 


brass works and other decorations of 
ammour. The large rugs are easily 
moved, giving ample space for damc- 
ng, while a grand piano and many 
basket ohairs add to the attractions. 


The windows are many and those 


;o the front are of one pane of plate 
"•lass, with a frame of gold; on the 
nterior, giving a beautiful natural 
picture effect. 


At the back of the room is a 


magnificent fire place of a gigantic 
nature. It is built of brick and 
granite, the mantelpiece 
"being of 


marble, twelve feet in length, three 
n width and nine inches thick, the 
whole piece of work weighing- some 
forty tons. Across the front 'Of the 
mantelpiece, cut in the marble, is this 
nscription: "How beautiful upon 
;he mountains." 


The hall which opens from the 


>ack is twelve by sixty feet, and 
Tom this is entered the two wings, 
the main house and the stairs to the 
chambers. 
The main part 'Of the 


louse runs back some twenty-two by 
sixty-three feet, in which is located 
;he kitchen, 
laundry and storage 


rooms. 


.The two wings are each twenty by 


thirty feet, the southern one being 
Itted for a dining room, in the style 
of the old English times, with a fif- 
teen foot table and beautiful decora- 
tions, while the north wing is given 
over to smoking and bath rooms. 
Upstairs the main hall is twelve by 
sixty feet, and there are twenty-two 
sleeping rooms on either sido of a 
arge 'hall running the length of the 
iouse. 
Each room1 is thirteen by 


fifteen feet, while the front rooms 
are fifteen by twenty fe&t, three in 
number. All the rooans are equipped 
with first-class fittings, while the 
jable roofs and the seventeen dormer 
windows make the apartments all 
desirable. 
The lower part of the 


house is built of six-inch logs and 
the sloping roofs overhang. 


The building is set upon fifty-sis 


piers of stone and will have been two 
years in building when it is com- 
pleted. There are seven fire places 
of LIls and there are found much 
hand carving in the interior finish. 
The marble, including the doorstep, 
comes from Pennsylvania. — Pittsburg 
Chronicle- Telegraph ,

The present head of the Rothschild 


family is Lord Rothschild, who suc-

England, though they are represent- 
ed in all European capitals. 


The name "Rothschild" is taken 


from the House of the Red Shield, 
in the Jewish section of Frankfort, 
Germany.

money changer, (merchant and gen- 
eral banker. In those -days the bit- 
:erness against the Hebrews was in- 
tense, hut despite this Mayer Hoths- 
child won the distinction of being 
tnown everywhere «s "the .honest 
Hebrew." 


His first real step toward amass- 
ng the vast fortune which he after- 
ward made was wh'en he became fin- 
ancial agent 
^of .the langrave of 


Hesse. 
T.his gave him large sums 


if money to manipulate. 
He took 


such good advantage of his opportun- 
ties that in 1804 he was enabled to 
end a large sum to the Danish gov- 
ernment. From that time lie began 
;o be recognised as a financial power. 


HID GOLD IN A CELLAR, 


When Napoleon's •soldiers besieged 


Frankfort the landgrave of Hesse 
fled: from the city, first, 'however, 
turning over all 'Ms gold and personal 
•vealth—house, art treasures and 
splendid collection of tapestries—to; 
the care of Mayer Rothschild. Roths- j 
child buried the coin in tire cellar, | 
its well as such other articles as he j 
wished to keep.

Napoleon's soldiers sacked the' 


house and took everything with them 
save the money and art treasures 
vhich Rothschild' had buried. The 
:lever agent made a vast deal of pro- 
test over the outrage, and when, the 
soldiers left they thought they had 
'cleaned out" the landgrave, to

t to London, where Ms son. took 
charge of it.

During- the Napoleonic wars it was

When Mayer E-othscMId 
died in 


1812 he called Ms sons around his 
bedside and said: 


'Keep the law of Moses, remain 


united to the end; consult 
your 


mother before beginning any great 
business—keep in mind these three 
things, and the world will soon be- 
long to you." 


The five sons of Mayor Rothschild 


divided Europe into 
different sec- 


tons, each one taking control of a 
certain part. One went to Paris; an- 
other to Vienna; a third to Naples 
another to Frankfort and the last to 
England. 


To Nathan 'Mayer Rothschild, who

Hy success 
turned on one maxim which I held 
ever before me: 'I can do what an- 
other man can do.' That was my 
motto.1' 


When Nathan Rothschild's father 


sent to England the money 5ie had 
saved for the Landgrave of 'Hesse, 
the son found himself in control of 
$3,000,000. 
He came to I/ondon, 


and, 
having faith in England in her 


•war against Napoleon, began 'buying 
up British securities. In five years, 
as 'he afterwards said, he toad multi- 
plied his original capital by 2,500. 


Nathan Rothschild fcegan stock 


speculation. 
He showed wonderful 


enterprise by establishing- "between 
the Continent and England the first 
pigeon messenger service. Tdiis was 
before the telegraph came Into use; 
and, by his pigeon post, Rothschild 
v.*a sable to obtain news far in ad- 
vance of his competitors. This gave 
him a stupendous 
a'dvantage, and 


enabled him to control the channels 
of information. 


At the -battle of Waterloo, the for- 


tune of the Rothschilds hung in tne 
Balance. Had the English lost, the 
men of money would have been 
ruined, as they had stoked all their 
millions oil the success of the Brit- 
sh.

RoUhschild's agent, Rowan,

of Nathan Rothschild was his fac-

J. P. Morgan -with his "yes" or "no" 
of today. 
In. fact, there are many 


similarities between the methods of 
Morgan 'and those of the founder of 
the Rothschild millions. Bod' men 
were secretive,. unostentatious and 


id wonderful organizing capacity. 
•When the Bank of England re- 


fused to discount Rothschild's bills, 
the financier so completely blocked 
:he business of 1&e bank that it had 
:o accept his terms. And yet, when, 
;he bank itself was about to fail, 
Rothschild 
saved tl with his own

For many years Nathan Rothschild 


fived veiy near his place of business, 
In New Court, London, close to the 
Bank of England, where the Roth- 
schild banking house now staads.

The United States 
government 


has opened hostilities on the common 
enemy of mankind, the fly, and the 
agricultural department will devote 
itself to exterminating 
the insect 


without regard to olass or previous 


' condition. 


It" will be remembered no doubt 


that in recent years the agricultural 
department has made a specialty of 
studying the diseases distributed by 
insects, tlie mosquito being put uu- 
der'the ban some time ago. Summer 
tourists in Jersey m.iy allege that 
they are troubled fully as much as of 
yore, hut the government experts 
nsk only a little mare timejtliey hope, 
eventually, to he nble to reduce the 
inroads of the mosquito to sporadic 
outbursts. 
The investigations have 


taught people something about the 
Various diseases transmitted by these 
minute pests and have inculcated tha 
necessity of caution as a means of 
preventing the spread of yellow fe- 
ver, malaria and similar diseases. 


Now, 
the division of entomology, 


•which has had charge of all the cam- 
paigns against insect pests, will turn 
its Attention to tha Hies. Methods of 
extermination, have been devised un- 
der the supervision of Dr. 0. L. How- 
ard, 
the chief of tha division. 
Al- 


ready thousands of pamphlets have 
teen, put into the hands of health 
boards and farmers throughout the 
country. The necessity has been 
urged of having better sanitation in 
the,rural districts. As a result of 
various experiments it is thought 
that the number of flies will be rap- 
idly and enormously lessened during- 
ths present summer. 


The literature sent out by the gov- 


ernmeut >will dispel the illusion that 
the common housefly bites, but it 
will also call attention to the fact 
that this insect, the "Musca Domes- 
tica/' is a dangerous creature, even 
if he cannot give human beings those 
tantalizing little nips with which he 
has. been credited.

FLIES AMI) TYPHOID FEVEB. 
"Typhoid fever, as will be remem- 


bered, doubtless, was astonishingly 
prevalent in the military camps of 
this country during the war with 
Spain. At that time the.disease re- 
ceiv.ed a thorough investigation at 
the hands of a special commission of 
army surgeons appointed for the pur- 
pose.. .Plies swarmed 
over, the in- 


fected filth that accumulated around 
a camp and then proceeded to the 
mess tents and fed upon the food pre- 
pared for .the soldiers. Thus, by the 
agency of flies, it was discovered and 
proved beyond a doubt, disease 
germs were spread and carried to the 
food of the soldiers. 


"For some time past I have been 


carrying on an investigation, for the 
purpose of ascertaining what flies 
breed in refuse of various sorts, and 
conversely, just what flies are fount! 
in dining rooms and kitchens where 
food^fs being1 prepared and served. 


"More than 2,300 flies were caught 


in kitchens and 
dining rooms in 


different'parts ,n' the country from 
Massachusetts to 
California 
and 


from New York to Louisiana. It was 
proved that of the flies breeding in 
filth, 
BIX species were found 
in 


litmses iii sufficient numbers to ren- 
der them dangerous. There are oth- 
er dangerous species which do not 
make their rendezvous in kitchens or 
dining, rooms. 


"At the head of these six varieties 


must stand the common house fly. 
This insect constituted more than 08 
per cent, of the -whole number of flies 
captured in kitchens and dining 
rooms. iWnIle.it was by no means 
one of the species most commonly 
captured In garbage and other refuse, 
it was shown conclusively that un- 
der certain conditions this insect 
may be a factor of the greatest im- 
portance in the spread of intestinal 
diseases... In the most cleanly and 
best cared for portions of a large city 
these conditions, of course, do not 
exist.

Neverthe- 
less, the statistics just- made publiu by 
Dr. Swift, a Methodist clergyman of 
the west, ought, not to be confined to 
the narrow circle where they were 
uttered. Owing to the limited widtl 
of this column, it is decided to omit the 
general totals and stick to the com- 
parisons. If the money spent on liquor 
in a single year were saved it would 
give to each of 10,000,00(1 families four 
barrels of flour, 15 pairs of shoes, ten 
Euits of clothing, 15 bushels of pota- 
toes and SOO pounds of meat (old style) 
The drink bill would pay for nil the 
railroads in the United States once 
in every three and one-half years; 
would pay for nil the farms in Illinois 
in six months; wipe out all our nation- 
al, state, county and town debts in one 
year; pay for all farm animals in the 
United States in ten months, and dupli 
cute all bank deposits in two years 
The cost of the rum iraific for a yeai 
is more than all'the sums that have 
been given for home and foreign mis 
sious by all the churches of the conn 
try from the time when missions began 
to the present. Itisteniimesasmiicl 
as is spent yearly for education, pub 
lie and private. For this enormous ex 
penditure, according to Dr. Swift, wi 
get 75 per cent, of the crime of tin 
country and at least 25 per cent, of thi 
poverty. Bather expensive, isn't it?—

The affidavit upon which the arrest 
was based charges that on or about 
June 17, Davis took a packet which 
had been in 
transmission in the- 


mails, directed to C. Hy.'Brown, St. 
Louis, Mo., and that he destroyed, 
secreted or converted the contents to 
his own use. 


The warrant for Davis' arrest has 


been in the hands of officers for a 
week, 'but when they went after the 
young fellow he was not to ba iound. 
He stated today that he had not re- 
signed his position, 'but had taken a 
lay off for a week and went to Chica- 
go on a visit. While there he met a 
young- man from Fort Wayne who 
told him of the charge against him 
here, and he says he at once returned 
to face it. He arrived from Chicago 
last night, and was positive in en- 
tering his plea of.not guilty, assert- 
ing his entire innocence.
